The attached subdivision map of the 63 acre Burke
Boyce Estate on Dean Hill Road represents the culmination of
- several months of engineering studies and planning by Louis
Raimondi, P.E. and his associates. We thank the Planning
Board for its initial guidance in advising us of the import-
ance of imaginative planning for this project. We have
attempted to conform the new map to the suggestions and
constructive criticism offered in the report of Mr. Bernard
Kessler. P.E. dated June 24, 1973.

__§13§§1§L_The road network has been planned in a
curvilinear pattern to achieve visual impact and to reduce
traffic monotony. Four private cul-de-sacs are incorporated
in the layout providing visual depth to the streetscape,plus
the added privacy to the interior of the cul-de-sacs. This
design has reduced the road |ineage by more than 10% in
comparison to our original submission, thus giving meaning
to the cluster concept. All roads enter adjacent property
at acceptable grades.

PARKLAND The entire property is heavily wooded.
Three green area comprising a total of 16 acres (25% of the -
total land area) allow 55% of the homes optimum orientation
to the fully wooded greenland or undeveloped property. The
parkland is designed in two main clusters to serve a broad
geographic area of the subdivision.

Ownership will be either by a Homeownert's Associ-
ation, to which membership will be required by deed, or by
the Town of New Windsor should the Town so desire. in the
event the Homeowner's Association acquires title, the Town
will have an option to acquire the parkland should it so
desire in the future.

"necessary location also eliminated one cul-de-sac.

All other details includinz catch basin® location, storm drain
size, sanitary layout, water distribution layout, and road
profiles appear to be in proper order for preliminary approval.
The road profiles indicate there are no areas of severe cuts or
fills which might necessitate indicating new grades on lots.

The only detail which should be changed is the road cross-section.
The suburban street specification calls for a 34' pavement width,
rather than 30'.

We are in receipt of the above major subdivision pending before your
Board. We have made our review and note the following:

1. The applicant has employed the techniques of clustering by reducing
lot sizes from 15,000 square feet to about 12,000 square feet and pro-
viding open areas in four locations on the site.  In our opinion, the
overall design would be better if open space was tied together somehow,
introduced into Blocks D, E, and F, the road network changed to separate

.. vehicular and pedestrian circulation within the development, and housing
styles and sitings varied to enhance the cluster concept. The present
design,. particularly in the northern portions of the site, does not sup-
port the applicant's. contention that the scheme is imaginative and well
thought out. In essence, segments of the design follow a conventional
scheme and modifications should be made in this regard.

2. At present, Dean Hill Road is in a state of disrepair and not yet im—
proved to handle traffic generated by the proposed development, the Mt.
Airy subdivision, and the potential development of other parcels in the
area. Although Dean Hill will be upgraded in the near future, its right-
of-way width should be based upon the anticipated traffic and since Dean
Hill will provide a connection (although not directly) to the commercial
portions of the Town, a 60' right-of-way width should be considered. For
this purpose, your Board may want additional right-of-way from the devel-
oper, and should discourage driveways from exiting onto the road. (Block
B, Lots 2 through 6).

3. According to the Soil Conservation Service, the provisions made for
storm drainage and erosion control are adequate. The construction of the
retention basis prior to the start of comstruction activity, temporary
seeding in specific areas, and foundation drains on all wet soils are

. recommended. Copies of the report are enclosed for your use.

Final approval was withheld pend-
ing the availability of water resources for the property.

Recently the Town of New Windsor embarked on a bold plan to expand its
water resources by tapping the New York City Aqueduct and constructing
large capacity water mains and allied capital improvements.

In order to bring our subdivision into active development, we request that
our property be included in the Town's Consolidated Water District. With
the increased supply from the Aqueduct tap there is sufficient capacity to
service our subdivision. In addition, the water mains on Riley Rcad are in
close proximity to our property. '

If water service can be obtained before December 31, 1979, we are willing

At our sole cost and at absolutely no financial burden to
the Town, we have agreed to hire the J.T. Eckerson firm to refurbish
and perform all maintenance, including the purchase of a new well pump
if needed, for the Town Well #C3. Due to the lack of timely maintenance,
this well has experienced loss of efficiency to the point of scheduled
downtime. J.T. Eckerson assures us that with the proper maintenance on
the well's equipment and pump the refurbished well should exceed its
previous capacity by over 100,000 gallons. The Town Board and the Town's
Water Department have allocated this 100,000 gallon surplus for use by
Kingsgate. Needless to say, Kingsgate will not be built in one day so
that both the surplus and the original volume of the shutdown Well #C3
will have the immediate effect of reducing the Town's reliance on pur-
. chased water supplies from adjacent communities.

‘We have furthermore agreed to extend the water distribution
system of the Town from its terminus in the vicinity of the GAF plant
to Dean Hill Road. The work will be bonded and will be performed to
Town specifications afterwhich it will be deeded without charge to the
Town of New Windsor, per the terms of our executed agreement. With
sewer mains already in place, this new water-main will open up the vast
area west of the Thruway for orderly growth and development.

Dear Major Loscalzo:

It is with a feeling of sincere gratitude that I wish to express
my thanks to you and the entire Planning Board for the opportunity
afforded us by your agreeing to review our request for an exten-
tion of the preliminary approval of the Kingsgate subdivision. I
do believe that a chronological study of the history of Kingsgate
will shed light on the subject and, perhaps, give the Board addi-
tional insight into the merits of our request.

The history of the development and design work at Kingsgate dates
back three years when preliminary sketches were drawn and initial
contacts were made with various town agencies. It was in 1973,
during which formal meetings took place with the Planning Board,
the Town Board, and all other agencies involved in the planning
process, including the Town of New Windsor Youth and Recreation
Commission, the Cornwall Central School District, Orange County
Planning Department, among others, the plans for Kingsgate were
refined and redesigned to meet with the approval of every agency
concerned. At that point in March, 1974 the Planning Board granted
us preliminary approval. Your granting us preliminary approval
allowed us to begin our tedious trip through the various levels
of the Orange County Health Department. Our engineering firm was
required to amplify upon the approved map in regard to all health
related facilities to meet with the Health Department's approval.

This design phase was abruptly halted, when in April 1974 the Town
of New Windsor initiated a moratorium on new suBSIVIETEEF for the
purpose of drafting a new zoning map and, in turn, subdivision regu-
lations. Pending adoption of any new regulations that might signi-
ficantly alter the guidelines of the preliminary design, all further
engineering work was halted pending the final outcome of the new
zoning. That moratorium did receive several extentions and did not
expire until March 3, 1975. After reviewing the new regulations and
determining that there was no conflict with our previous work, our
engineers worked at breakneck speed to complete all design features
required by the Orange County Health Department. As a point of in-
formation, to date professional services on Kingsgate including, but

" These plans were suhnittod to the H.alth D.pattn-nt on April 20,
1975 only a month and one half after the moratorium expired. _Over
‘the past five months the Health Department has made their usual
intensive review of the project and has requested a series of
revisions in the drawings to conform with their stringent design N
requirements. This review and revision process is still continuing

and we hope to be completed with this procedure in the next 90 to
120 days.

In stating the dctnilod history of Kingsgate it has been my inten-
tion to illustratas:

(a) a three year effort of engineers, lawyers and developers
: working together with the Planning Board and many
governmental agencies to design a subdivision that was
a credit to all parties concerned;

(b) that the developers have worked diligently both prior

, to the granting of preliminary approval and subsequent
to that approval and in no way were they remiss in pur-
suing the required goals.

In view of all the work, effort and dollars spent - both by your
Planning Board, the various municipal agencies, and our entire pro-
fessional team - on bringing the plans to their present stage of
completion, we humbly request that you re-examine our request for
a six month extension of our preliminary approval. We further
respectfully request that the Board grant another extension which
would be retroactive to the date the last one expired. We have en-
deavored to accommodate every agency along the subdivision road.

In turn we ask the Planning Board for consideration of our request.

Gentlemen:

In an effort to present a clear summary of the
current position of the Kingsgate subdivision we have
prepared the following statement of facts. Under sep-
arate cover, we have submitted to the Planning Board
written approvals from each and every governmental
agency involved in the planning process. These ap-
provals, numbering more than a dozen, were obtained
during the past year and a half's diligent work of

‘our development team of engineers, planners and legal

counsel. The current documents reflect the numerous
revisions, contructive criticism and input of the Plan-
ning Board offered during appearances and discussions
before your Board.

In regard to the timing of the Planning Board
decision, had the Planning Board waited until its regular
January 9th meeting (just 42 days after the date cf the
Public Hearing) the Board would have had in its possession
the addaed documentation dated December 14, 1973 from the
Orange County Soil and Water Conservation District stating
affirmative drainage approval. The water supply situation
was well resolved by January 9th, as evidenced by your
January 9th approval of Continental Manor and subsequent
other final approvals. While your early decision has de-
terred our progress for the past three months, we are not
prepared to be additionally penalized by your early decision.

We are heartened by the affirmative vote of the
Planning Board at its executive session following your
February 27th meeting. We request that the affirmative vote
carry forward to a preliminary approval of the subdivision.
It would be folly to expect us to attempt another eighteen
month exercise to obtain the written approvals from all the
agencies that have already granted us written approval.
Furthermore, just as the Planning Board is charged with the
responsibility of withholding approval prior to the full-
fillment of the prescribed requirements, the Planning Board
is equally charged by law to execute and issue such approvals
once all the requirements have been met.’
